IN GEORGIA URGED 


Congressman’s Plan for Sys- 
tem Would Cost Nation 
$8,000,000,000. 


Campaign for congressional au- 
thorization of an $8,000,000,000 
system of super highways, two of 
which would traverse Georgia and 
one Atlanta, was renewed in 
Washington yesterday by Repre- 
sentative Snyder, Pennsylvania 


Democrat. 

His proposal, termed “a more 
justifiable avenue for caring for 
our unemployment situation,” 
plans for three transcontinental 
and six north-south highways, 
each 108 feet wide. Air ports 
would be located at each intersec- 
tion of the super highway pattern, 
which would increase the value 
of the plan for military defense, 
he said. 

Construction of super highways 
on a national scale has the in- 
dorsement of W. L. Miller, state 
highway board chairman, who 
thinks they are necessary for the 
future. Miller, however, declares 
that Georgia must build her own 
highways and  farm-to-market 
roads before it can share in 
financing such an undertaking. 

Snyder’s bill calls for two broad 
traffic arteries which would af- 
fect this state. 

One, from Fort Myers, Fla., to 
Augusta, Maine, would -pass 
through the state via Reidsville, 
Ga., on to Columbia, S. C. The 
other, from Buffalo, N. Y., to 
Pensacola, Fla., would include

Cut of More Than 60 Per 
Cent Feared If Only 
$725,090,000 Is Voted.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Un- 
der the proposed deficiency ap- 
propriation of $725,000,000 to cover 
WPA expenditures until the next 
regular appropriation is made, and 
assuming the relative distribution 
of need in the several states con- 
tinues on its present basis, the 
United States Conference of May- 
ors today. estimated Georgia will 
|experience a reduction in WPA 
employment from 63,500 as of De- 
cember 31, 1938, to 23,700 in June. 

“These figures,’ conference of- 
ficials said, “are based upon a 
gradual_ reduction beginning in 
February, in accordance with the 
limited amount recommended by 
a subcommittee of the house ap- 
propriations committee, namely, 
725 millions. If, however, the WPA 
maintains its present quota of 
3,000,000 workers during the 
months of February and March, 
it will then be necessary to get 
down to a quota of 1,375,000 work- 
ers in the country by June 30. 
This would mean that between 
April 1 and June 30, 1,625,000 
needy WPA workers would have 
to be discharged in the United 
States.” 

In Atlanta alone, these officials 


‘|assert, there would be a reduction 


of employment from 14,700 in De- 
cember last, to 5,500 next June.

Dr. Arnold Says Tokyo Plans 
Doom of American Trade 
in China. 


DALLAS, Texas, Jan. 11.—(/)—~ 
Dr. Julean Arnold, United States 
commercial attache in China, today 
assailed this country’s policy of 
supplying war materials “to a Ja- 
jan intent on hastening the doom 
of American trade” in Asia. 

Dr. Arnold is on leave, 
spoke as a private citizen 
series of talks here. 

He warned that Americans be~ 
lieving a Japanese victory in 
China would mean bigger Amer- 
ican cotton markets there were 
deluded. Japan, he said, plans “‘to 
produce American type cotton in 
North China” and to “create a 
condition of economic self-suffi- 
ciency.” The Japanese also plan 
to grow leaf tobacco in conquered 
territory, he said. 

Arnold recommended that con- 
gress stop the sale of munitions, 
which he said accounted for 54 
per cent of Japan’s supplies, and 
to block loans and credits. Amer- 
ican policy in the Orient, he said, 
was shortsighted. 

“We have more than a huge 
trade-at stake in China,” he said, 
“we have a cultural stake, built 
up over the years by thousands of 
missionaries, paid for bv private 
funds. Like it or not, America is 
a Pacific power and must remain 
so.”"

Judge Inclines To Aapott- |

WHEELING, W. Va., Jan. ri. 


(P)—Federal Judge William E. 
Baker, refusing to grant or dis- 
miss a receivership petition, de- 
ferred today until Monday a rul- 


ing on a proposal for the appoint-| 


ment of a special master for the 
Fidelity Investment Association. 
Counsel for a group of the as- 
Sociation’s contract holders who 
sought the receivership urged a 
trial of the issues but the judge 
Said he was “inclined to agree” 
with a defense suggestion for the 
appointment of a master. 


He granted a recess until Mon-| 


day to permit preparation of argu- 
ments on payment of costs of the 
proceedings, saying he would “en- 
deavor” to give his decision then. 

Commenting on defense de- 
mands for determination of who 
Should put up security to cover 
costs, the judge said: 

“We cannot ask them (Fidelity) 
to wait until] the conclusion of the 
litigation and then take the chance 
that some party, held ultimately 
liable for costs, can or will be able 
to make payment.” 

In refusing to name a receiver 


for the 28-year-old firm which has | 


sold approximately 200,000 invest- | 


ment loan contracts amounting to 


$600,000,000 throughout the nation |

It has been estimated, from available statis- 
tics, that illiteracy costs the nation in the 
neighborhood of $800,000,000 annually. Add to 
this the cost of disease attributable to ignorance 
and the total waste traceable directly and in- 
directly to illiteracy comes to a tremendous 
figure. 

As people become more enlightened, the 
more attention they generally give to personal 
hygiene, thereby eliminating the causes of many 
diseases which eventually result in premature 
death. The earnings of the illiterate man 
double, on the average, as soon as he graduates 
into the literate class. Both contribute to the 
productive wealth of the nation—the former in 
greater longevity; the latter in more efficient 
workmanship. 

During the present controversy as to whether 
the “program” in the state of Georgia should 
‘be completed, these points should be kept in 
mind. As an indication of what has been and 
can be done to stamp out illiteracy, outside the 
school systems, it might be mentioned that the 
Works Progress Administration sponsored class- 
es have brought the opportunity of learning to 


read and write to over 55,000 Georgians within 
These classes have 


the last year and a half. 
No restrictions 


included many elderly people. 
have been imposed because of age. Even a 92- 
year-old north Georgia woman was taught to 
read last year. 

Nothing associated with the stamping out of 
illiteracy, however, not even the economic ad- 
vancement, is to be compared fo the feeling of 
personal satisfaction, the genuine happiness, 
which comes with it, particularly to the older 
person. It is the beginning of an entirely new 
life. It is at once discovered that those lonely 
hours that come with advancing years may be 
turned to quiet enjoyment. 

How much more desirable, how much more 
satisfactory, it would be, or would have been, 
could these same people have had the same 
advantages from childhood? 7 

Although some criticism has been directed 
against “too much spending in Georgia,” no 
one seems capable of making an argument 
stand against investing public money for the 
purpose of reducing illiteracy and ignorance, 
This is one part of the program which bears 
the stamp of unanimity. No one begrudges 
money thus invested. The returns are too at- 


tractive.

COMMENDABLE HUMILITY 

Newly appointed Secretary of Commerce 
Harry.L. Hopkins appears to be entering upon 
his new duties in a commendable spirit of hu- 
mility. Reports trom Washington quote him as

THAT FUTILE GESTURE AGAIN 

Washington news reports state that another 
federal anti-lynching bill is to be dumped into 
the congressional hopper in the near future. 
Commentators add, however, the bill will be 
“devoid of some features” opponents found ob- 
jectionable at the last attempt tc ram a bill 
with the same label down the throat of the 
south. 


Of course, the truth is no federal anti- 
lynching bill is desirable, except in the political 
sense for northern representatives who hope 
thus to pay for value received in the form of 
votes. Those who seek enactment of such a bill, 
incidentally, are seeking something which can 
never mean anything tangible; which can, in 
its results, prove only as futile as the search for 
food in Dead sea apples, which turn to ashes 
in the mouth. 


It is reported, now, that slayings by gang- 
sters are to be included in the new bill as 
“lynchings.” Its proponents hope thus to an- 
Sswer one of the arguments of the opposition, 
which, at the last session of congress pointed 
to the exemption of gang killings as proof the 
measure was directed at the south. 


The truth is, of course, the crime of lynch- 
ing is rapidly disappearing from the American 
scene, in all parts of the country, not only the 
south. It is succumbing to the only forces 
which can possibly prove effective, the courage 
and firmness of law officers, the growth in re- 
spect for the law by the general public and 
better education of more of the people. 


There are, already, ample laws on the stat- 
ute books, both state and federal, against 
lynching. Enactment of a new law would be 
but the silly gesture of passing a law to enforce 
a law already on the books. 


It is as absurd as passing a new law pro- 
hibiting murder, in excited disapproval of a 
new series of vicious homicides, as though the 
crime of murder was not already fully set forth 
in the criminal codes of all states and nations. 

The proposed anti-lynching law, in any 
form, is an extreme example of political inspi- 
ration for legislation, as well as of that univer- 
sal American weakness, attempting to eliminate 
all evil by “passing a law agin it.” 


Those who seek to instill perfect public mo- 
rality by statute merely confess their own im- 
patience with the slower, but essential, road to 
improvement, education. 


WONDER—AND SYMPATHY 


Georgia, and southern, motorists, accustom- 
ed to clear roads all the year around, read with 
mingled feelings of wonder and sympathy news 
reports that tell of automobiles, in less meteoro- 
logically favored sections of the nation, stalled 
by snow on lonely roads. 


A story under a New Mexico date line, pub- 
lished this week, tells of a survey made by an 
air pilot of U. S. Highway 285, between two 
towns in that state. It revealed, it is stated, 
“14 automobiles stalled in drifts with no in- 
dication of the fate of their occupants.” 

This, at least, is one traffic hazard we of 
Georgia are happily spared. Our highways may, 
ocassionally, be conducive of skidding in rainy 
weather; some of our side roads may still ofter 
fearsome possibilities of slippery, treacherous 
mud and red clay surfaces, but we don’t find 
Ourselves stalled in snow, on a sub-zero night, 
battling for life itself against cold and hunger 
and isolation.

Editorial of the Day 


UNITED FOR DEFENSE AND RECOVERY. 
(From the Philadelphia Inquirer), 

Except in time of emergency, presidential mes- 
sages to congress usually give first place to pure- 
y internal measures and problems. That Mr. 

oosevelt in his address to the new congress has 
chosen to put his administration’s foreign policy 
In the forefront shows the seriousness with which 
he regards the present world situation. 

Among the undeclared wars now raging in 
widely separated portions of the globe and the 
threats of further aggression for which certain na- 
tions are feverishly piling up their armaments, 
What new steps must America take for her own 
safety? 

Mr. Roosevelt now evidently has in mind an 
amendment of the neutrality law to permit broad- 
er executive discretion in its application and, par- 
ticularly, to prevent its operation for aiding ag- 
gressors and penalizing their victims. This is the 
unfortunate effect of the law as it stands. It does 
not enable our nation to be truly neutral, but 
heavily weights the scales in favor of the stronger 
belligerent. 

It is perfectly proper for our government to 
pursue a-.policy that will discourage aggression. 
Certainly we have a right to say that our resources 
shall not be utilized to perpetrate wrongs and in- 
justices in any part of the world. Such a policy 
would not depart from the path of genuine neu- 
trality. It is not America’s business to fight oth- 
ers battles. But America can see to it that na- 
tions which might make our country the next 
object of their attack shall not receive aid and 
comfort from this country. 

Turning to domestic matters, President Roose- 
veit's remark that the period of internal conflict 
has passed and that the processes of recovery 
should be invigorated contains distinct encourage- 
ment, as does his statement that the first duty of 
statesmanship is to “bring capital and man power 
together.” 

He declares that ways must be found to end 
factional labor strife and employer-employe dis- 
putes. 

The necessity for revamping the present law 
to insure real social security, with a lightening of 
the load on the wage-earners, has long been ap- 
parent. Mr. Roosevelt rightly urges better pro- 
vision for the aged. 

There can be nothing but approval for the re- 
mark with which Mr. Roosevelt completes his 
striking contrast between the imposing of social 
measures by dictatorship and their adoption by a 
democracy: “We Americans still intend to do our 
own thinking.” 

Defense against war is all-important and never 
more important than today. But to make the na- 
tion fit and strong for any emergency we must 
have national recovery in full measure. A people 
united for defense. a people united for recovery. 
This is the keynote of the President's message.

_ But Mooney, free, is still a rad- 
ical in deep sympathy with Mos- 
cow and an admirer of Josef Stal- 
in, and not a leader or spokesman 
of American labor. Fortunately 
for him, most Americans resented 
his imprisonment on the ground 
that it violated their beliefs, not 
his. They may resist any attempt 
on his part to assume that his 
pardon was an endorsement of his 
career before he went to prison or 
his political activities since. 


Admirer Even while he was 

- still in prison—with a 
Of Stalin key in his pocket, so 
to speak, out on parole at any time 
—Mooney expressed admiration 
for Stalin and, while demanding 
vindication and release with hon- 
or, defended the slaughter of the 
political opposition in Moscow. 
They were enemies of the state, 
said he, and so deserved any pun- 
ishment the state chose to inflict 
for its. protection. Trotsky. he 
said, had betrayed the revolution. 
Mooney had had the benefit of a 
form of trial, at least, farcical 
though it may have been, but the 
same idealist who condemned that 
farce adjudged Trotsky guilty 
Without any trial and, consistent- 
ly, would have sent him to the fir- 
ing squad, the approximate fate 
of enemies of the state. 

And, for the consideration of

'for his 5,000 fellow-prisoners and

He says he was too proud to ask help of his relatives, so he de- 


cided to be a robber because robbery was more honorable than 
stealing. 


Making that unique distinction between two kinds of theft re- 
veals a pathetic want of understanding, which in turn explains the 
wrong conception of pride. 

The poor kid had no pride, but only vanity. 

Pride respects itself and holds its head high, in good fortune or 
adversity, and no person of normal intelligence can respect him- 
self while doing things that are ignoble and base. 


— coward, the sneak and the pervert may be vain, but not 
proud. 


Vanity is a foolish thing and so universally disliked that even 
the vainest will deny it and feel offended if it is imputed to them. 
It is a weakness and a fault, often absurd and ridiculous, and no- 
body was ever the better for it. 


Self-consciousness was once considered an evidence of modesty. 
but is now recognized as a form of vanity. One doesn’t think sbouf 
himself too much or believe his appearance and conduct impertan: 
enough to be noticed by others unless he is vain. Modesty nas peise 
because it believes itself too humble to be noticed. Vanity feels 
all eyes upon it. 

Pride is something more respectable and more useful. It doesn’t 
manifest itself as a hunger for praise, nor adjust itself to every 
opinion in order to please. It is a man’s covenant with his own 
soul; a sense of dignity; a deep and abiding satisfaction in being 
worthy of his own respect. 

It keeps a man’s chin up when he loses; it keeps him clean in 
body and mind; it keeps him decent and true to his standards when 
he is whipped and desperate; it gives him the will and the courage 
to keep going when his knees give way and hope is lost. There 
are no proud weaklings. 

A proud man may need help, and accept it with dignity; but 
while pride remains, he can’t shame himself by becoming a thief. 
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‘“‘Why he’s twice your age— You 
darling.”’

Not only has private indebted-| 
ness fallen, he said, but “creation | 
and circulation of deposit money 
by federal borrowing has pro-| 
vided the funds with which pri-| 
vate indebtedness could be liqui- 
dated.” 

Bryan said economic recovery 
must be accompanied by increased | 
expenditure of money and that 
can occur, generally, only by an 
increase of indebtedness. | 

In an effort to show that fed- 
eral spending has been econom- 
ically sound, he said in the recov- 
ery period of 1921-27 the total | 
private and governmental. debts 
of the country increased 30 bil- 
lions of dollars and the cumulated 
national income for the same pe-| 
riod increased four dollars for 
every dollar of debt increase. But 
in the recovery period of 1932-38, | 
he said, total debts of all kinds 
expanded only 15 billion dollars | 
and the cumulated national in- 
come increased $6.60 for every 
dollar of debt increase. | 

He deplored a tendency to con-, 
demn governmental spending as a 
whole because of the possibly. ad- | 
verse efforts on certain businesses |

“It is vitally necessary,” he

Illinois Official Advises 
Against More Tracks 
Being Built. 


CORAL GABLES, Fla., Jan. 11. 
(P)—Leo Spitz, of Chicago, chair- 


man of the Illinois racing commis- | 


Sion, warned the industry today 
its future was menaced by “un- 
sound over-expansion.” 

“There are not today sufficient 
horses to supply adequate fields 
for the 16,000 races run annual- 
ly,” he told the sixth annual con- 
vention of the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commission- 
ers. 

“It follows that all concerned 
with the preservation of the kind 
of racing that is deserving of pub- 
lic support should discourage its 
establishment in additional states 
and should likewise limit and cur- 
tail its operation in states where 


'it now exists.” 


He said more than 100 race 
tracks are operating in the United 
States and Canada as compared 
with 36 in 1910. He attributed the 
rapid expansion to the decrease 
in opposition to racing legislation 
and to support of the sport by 
revenue-seeking politicians. 

Unhealthy Growth. 

“A growth that is not based on 
the needs of an industry and pub- 
lic demand,” he said, “is an un- 
healthy growth. It will be most 
unfortunate for the future of rac- 
ing if this expansion continues,

“Recent lists of bills to he introduced before the present 
session of general assembly included a proposed bill to ‘repeal the 
State’s $1.25 fishing license. Sounds like tossing a drowning man 
an anchor when we think about cutting off source of revenue from 
a state department that is already $40,000 in the red. No doubt the 
sponsor of the bill resents the fact that fishermen have not bene- 
fitted from the money paid for licenses, but let's stop and reason 
if this is the proper approach. 

“A majority of our fishermen favor a fair license to carry on 
restocking and enforcement work. Heavy fishing of our streams 
requires constant operation of hatcheries and replacing of young 
fish. To carry on this work and finance it from hunting licenses 
is unfair to hunters when you consider the fact the many hunters 
do not fish. Also the funds derived from the sale of hunting 
licenses alone is not sufficient to carry on the necessary oper- 
ations of an efficient wildlife division. 

“Our present fishing license is very just. It applies only to 
fishermen using rod and reel or those fishing outside their resi- 
dent county. This gives most of us, who ‘nigger fish’ in our own 
county, a free bill and it lets the barefoot boy angle for perch 
and brim in the little stream near farm or home without a license. 
The rest are willing to pay the bill and want to see the work 
continue. 

“So it would seem that the proper thing to do is to bend all 
efforts toward getting an efficient wildlife division set up under 
a five-man board as recently recommended by Governor Rivers’ 
investigating committee. Not only are the fishermen getting short 
changed on their license money, but the hunter as well. 

“Hunters returning from south Georgia hunts report that market 
hunting is greater at the present time than ever before in the his- 
tory of legal hunting in Georgia. Professional hunters are offer 
ring quail at 20c each in any numbers. The word is around 
that the law is ‘off’ and no regard is being paid to any enforce- 
ment. 

“Interstate trucks are proving greatest source of market and 
local hunters have reported several known ‘pick-up’ points in 
south Georgia where trucks pick up hundreds of bootleg Georgia 
quail every night and haul them to fancy markets in Chicago and 
other eastern cities. These birds are trapped or netted at night 
and their necks wrung like chickens by game bootleggers. While 
sportsmen in their search for game find it ever diminishing. — 

“Conditions of this kind cannot be corrected by ‘job-holding’ 
game protectors and officials. Only an efficient organization, free 
of political strings and inspired in their work, can ever offset the 
great damage being wrought to the game resources of a state once 
famous for its great hunting. 

“Grave problems face the present session of our general as- 
sembly, but whether consideration has been given the question or 
not, nothing in the minds of some 100,000 dyed-in-the-wool hunt- 
ers and fishermen is more important than solving the problems of
